Christmas is the Time to be Extra Careful 


Every year, from a few days before 
Christmas to the week following New 
Year's, a plague of fires rages up cmd 
down the country. Many of these fires 
result from the extra hazards which exist 
only during the holidays season and from 
carelessness that would not be tolerated 
at any other time. 

Little careless acts — that seem so un¬ 
important at the time — cause these holi¬ 
day fire tragedies. In one instance a man 
ignited a match with his thumbnail; the 
burning head flew into a Christmas free 
and a mother and three children died in 
a fire that destroyed their home. A neg¬ 
lected toy electric train ignited a Christmas 
tree in a hotel and four people were burned 
to death. The simple replacement of a 
frayed cord would have saved 47 patients 
in a convalescent home from injury and 
death, all victims of the faulty wire which 
short-circuited and touched off the com 
bustible decorations around their Christ 
mas tree. 

These tragedies are all so needless il 
you will take a few minutes to read and 
follow the simple fire safety rules listed 
below. 


THE TREE 

Cut a growing tree or try to buy one 
that hasn't dried out from prolonged stor¬ 
age. (When too dry, tree branches are 
brittle and shed needles easily). 

Stand the tree in water or snow outdoors 
until you're ready to use it indoors. 

Bring the tree indoors just before Christ 
mas and take it out as soon afterwards 
as possible. 

The larger the tree the greater the haz¬ 
ard, so don't get one any larger than you 
need. 

Just before setting up the tres, saw off 
the trunk at an angle at least one inch 
above the original cut. 

Place the freshly cut tree trunk in water 
and keep level of water above the cut 
the entire time the tree is indoors. (Check 
the water level at least once a day foi 
absorption and vaporation). 

Support the tree well. Don't put if neat 
sources of heat (fireplaces, radiators, etc.) 
or where, standing cr fallen, it could block 
the way out cf the room and out of the 
house in case of fire. 

LIGHTING 

Do not use candles on the tree or nearby 
^ where there is any chance for an open 


flame to contact the tree or combustibles 
piled beneath the tree. 

Use on.y electric lighting sets that bear 
the UL (Underwriters' Laboratories) label. 

Check lighting sets each year before 
using for frayed wires, loose connections, 
and broken sockets. 

Don't plug too many cords into one 
outlet. 

Moke certain that all tree lighting is 
turned off before retiring or leaving the 
house. 

DECORATIONS and WRAPPJJGS 

Don't let Christmas wrappings accumu 
late in the home; place them in your metal 
covered trash barrel. 

Use non-combustible material (asbestos, 
metal, glass, etc.) to decorate the home 
for Christmas wherever possible. When 
you must use combustible materials, be 
sure they are "flame-proofed", particularly 
if they are to be anywhere near the tree. 

Untreated cotton batting, paper and cer¬ 
tain cloth costuming will ignite easily and 
burn with great intensity unless they're 
"flame-proofed." Santa Claus whiskers 
have caused Chrisbnas tragedies; be sure 
they're "flame-proofed," too. 

GIFTS 

Don't buy pyroxylin plastic dol'.s, toys 
or non-flameproofed cowboy suits, etc. Toys 
operated by alcohol, kerosene or gasoline 


are especially dangerous; they may upset 
and set fire to children's clothing, the tree, 
or the house itself. 

Look for the Underwriters' Laboratories 
label when buying electrical toys. This 
means they have been tested for fire and 
shock hazards, and may be considered 
safe if properly handled and maintained. 

Don't set up electric trains or spirit-fueled 
toys under a Christmas tree. 

AND DON'T FORGET 

Don't allow smoking near the tree omidsl 
decorations or piles of wrappings; have 
plenty of safe ashtrays around and uss 
them. 

Plan on what you must do if fire breaks 
out. 

Guard against flying sparks from a fire¬ 
place with a substantial screen and don't 
use the fireplace to burn up Christmas 
wrappings and decorations. 

Keep matches, lighters and candles away 
from tiny hands. Have water-type fire 
extinguishers that work, buckets of water 
or even your garden hose connected tc 
a faucet, within reach cf the tree. If fire 
should strike, first get everyone out of the 
house and then call the fire department 
immediately before attempting to fight the 
fire yourself.

TRAIN DIETITIANS 

Ottawa. — For the first time, women 
students will be enrolled in the Canadian 
Officers' Training Corps at universities 
across the country. Army Headquarters 
announced recently. 

To meet the growing need for trained 
dietitians in the Army, it is intended to 
recruit 20 students of home economics and 
household science at Canadian universities 
this fall. 

The women who meet the standards will 
be enrolled as officer cadets in the COTC. 
They will receive theoretical instruction 
during the winter months and take part 
in practical training during the summer. 


RAFAH Egypt, Nov. 28. — Arnold Smith, 
Canadian ambassador to the United Arab 
Republic, last Friday told Canadian sol¬ 
diers serving in Egypt that the current 
quiet period in the Middle East was due 
to a great extent to the work of the Uni¬ 
ted Nations Emergency Force. 

Mr. Smith was paying his sixth and 
farewell visit to the Canadian Army con¬ 
tingent in the Gaza Strip before taking up 
his new appointment as ambassador to 
Moscow early in the new year. 

"You are enhancing the name of Can¬ 
ada in the cause of peace and in the 
strengthening of the United Nations," said 
the Canadian ambassador. He pointed out 
that preventive military actions such as 
UNEF are important to the future of hum¬ 
anity. 

During the parade, the career diplomat 
presented United Nations medals to 15 
officers and men representing all units 
and corps in the Canadian contingent.

TEACHER TRAINING ON 
RETIRING 

Ottawa. — Many servicemen who have 
retired on pension are training for new 
careers in the teaching profession, it was 
revealed in a page-long article dealing 
with teacher-training in the Ottawa Jour¬ 
nal recently. 

Explaining the increase in the number 
of men entering training at Ottawa Teach¬ 
ers' College, the article goes on to relate 
the difference in age cf today's student 
teachers. Many represent the age group 
of 30 to 50 years as well as those in theii 
teens and early twenties, the usual age 
for fledgling teachers. 

This phenomenon is approved by the 
teachers college staff, the Ottawa daily 
records, since these ex-servicemen are 
mature and disciplined men. Also many 
of them have technical skills which make 
them especially valuable as manual arts 
teachers: 

The swing to men in the teaching pro. 
fession is attributed to the increase in pay 
and status enjoyed by present day teach¬ 
ers, and the need for men with administ 
rative and supervisory skills as well as 
teaching ability to take charge of elemen¬ 
tary schools which often have staffs of 45 
or more.

DEAR MOM 

RAFAH, EGYPT. — Canadian soldiers 
write twice as many letters home as any 
other contingent in the seven-nation United 
Nations Emergency Force in Egypt. 

But when it comes to parcels, the Scan¬ 
dinavians have the Canucks beat hands 
down. 

These facts came to light as the Can¬ 
adian Postal Corps - manned UNEF Base 
Post Office at Comp Rafoh geared itself 
for the annual Christmas crush of mail. 

Major F. T. Burgess, of Ottawa, officer 
commanding the UNEF postal unit, reports 
that in-coming parcel post from Canada 
alone will jump from an average of 7,000 
pounds per month to more than 14,000 
pounds in December. 

And oddly enough Canadians in Egypt 
mail home about 500 more pounds of par¬ 
cels than they receive, or about 14,500 
pounds, if last December's figure holds 
good this year. 


Major Burgess' records show also that 
Canadian soldiers write home more often 
than other nationals in UNEF. His chortr 
for the second quarter of 1960 indicats 
Canadians mailed 741 pounds of air letter 
forms to loved ones at home. The Bra¬ 
zilians came second with 345 pounds, then 
the Norwegians with 334, the Swedes with 
253 and the Danes with 125. The Indian 
and Yugoslavian contingents maintain the.r 
own postal services, but reports inalcate 
their shipments don't match the Canadian 
high. 

But the Scandinavians lead the field in 
the matter of parcels. The average Can¬ 
adian parcel out of Egypt weighs 6.4 lbs., 
said the Major, while the Scandinavians 
hit 9.36 pounds. This could be explained 
by the fact Scandinavian parcels ore paid 
for by the receivers, whereas the Can¬ 
adian soldier pays on mailing. 

All air letter forms written by UNEF 
soldiers go out free of charge, and at a 
cost to UNEF of more than $30,000 a year. 
This money is paid to the Lebanese gov¬ 
ernment which in turn pays the air lines 
carrying the mail out of Beirut airport, 
departure point for all UNEF free air m_il.
